Premium Is 
Offered for 
Water Bonds 


Full Program 
Planned for 
Scout Troop 


Offering a premium of |612 on the 
$100,000 issue, the California Com¬ 
pany of Los Angeles made the high 
bid for the municipal water bonds 
at last night’s meeting of the City 
trustees. For 5 per cent bonds and 
considering the present bond market 
the premium was considererl a good 
one. 

Other bid<lers and premiums of¬ 
fered were: Security Co., $676; W. 
R. Staats Co., $278; Aronson & Co., 
$110. All the bids were referred to 
the committee of the whole for con¬ 
sideration. 

Street Bida 

Several hundred dollars appear to 
have been saverl on the improve¬ 
ment of Laurel and Merrill avenues 
by re-advertiaing for bids. The 
prices quoted were materially lower 
than first submitted and were so 
close that detailed calculation will 
have to be made by City Engineer 
Gierlich to determine the low bid¬ 
der. H. H. Steinberger, A. O. Nelson 
and Tracey 4 Combs were the bid¬ 
ders. A drop in the price of cement 
and keener competition for jobs were 
generally given as the reasons for 
the lower prices. 

Motor Insurance 

Bids were also received on the in¬ 
surance of the city’s electric motor 
equipment from burnout or other in¬ 
ternal injury. Three-year policies 
were offered as followe; Eagle In¬ 
demnity Co., $693.16; Columbia Cae- 
alty Co., $700..54; Mrs. Genwrieve 
iNuetzel, representing Oceam Accident 
'and Indemnity Co., $700.54, with an 
alternative policy at $697.32.

These bids were referred to com¬ 
mittee of the whole for considera¬ 
tion. Investigation of the cost of 
. repairs over a period of years by 
City Clerk Dietz caused the trustees 
to question the economy of spending 
the money for insurance.

Until 
the new steamship “Catalina” is 
ready for service, which is expecteil 
to be July 1, the steamer “Avalon” 
will sail from Wilmington at 10 a. m. 
an<l the “Cabrtllo” at 6 p. m. The 
10 a. m. sailing is daily and the 5 
p. m. sailing is daily except Sunday. 

From the island to the mainland, 
the steamer “Cabrillo” will sail at 8 
a. m. daily except Sunday, and the 
steamer “Avalon” will sail at 4 p. m. 
daily. 

When the new steamship “Cata¬ 
lina” is placed in service, she will 
leave Wilmington for the island at 
10 a. m., and the “Avalon” will take 
the 5 p. m. run.

Full patrol .service has been start¬ 
ed for the season all along the front 
of the range. .4dam Mueller will 
patrol the front from Big Santa .\ni- 
ta to Eaton’s Canyon. District Rang¬ 
er Davis is .stationed in the Big 
Santa Anita and has charge of the 
ranger stations in this part of the 
re.serve. Elmer Hertwick is sta-, 
tinned in the West Fork, and the 
Pine F'lats sta.tion will !>« opened 
next month. 

Vacant lots will need to he cleaned 
off earlier than usual in Sierra Ma- 
dre in the opinion of Marshal Udell. 
Notices will be .sent out in a few 
days and work will be pushed to re¬ 
duce the fire hazard from that 
source.
